Big German Fleet Maneuvers in Bal 


tic Sea—Pour Swedish Ships Re- 
ported To Have Been Seized By 
German Nen-of-War. 


LONDON, MAY 16.—Reports that 


the Germans arc planning a combined 
attack by land and sea against the 
Kussian position at Riga are partially 
confirmed by a dispatch from Gothen- 
burg, Sweden, stating that a big Ger- 
man fleet was seen in the Baltic on 
Sunday. 


The battlesliip Hindenberg, one of 


the biggest and newest men-of-war in 
the German navy, was said to be a 
unit in the war fleet. 


•An attempt by German warships to 


capture a British .steamship off Goth- 
enburg was frustrated by English sub- 
marines. 


Pour Swedish ships were reported 


to have been seized by the German 
men-of-war and sent into a German 
port. 


Bombardment Continued. 


German artillery continued its bom- 


bardment of French positions at Avo- 
court wood and Hill No. 304 on the 
Verdun front last night, but the infan- 
try operations of the crown prince's 
army were confined to a feeble attack 
on tbe cast bank of the Meuse in the 
region of Thiamount farm.

Is Discussed 
By Clemens 


"Coi n on the Cob" was the aubject 


of an interesting novel paper present- 
ed laHt night to the Wranglers by C 
K. Clemens. Needless »o say the pa- 
per was rather startling both in sub- 
ject and in matter treated, but the 
sound logic and maxim which it pre- 
.sented made it one worth while. 


At the outset Mr. Clemens sot the 


minds of his hearers at rest by inform- 
ing them that his paper did not deal 
with the "King of the agricultural 
world" but with "mankind." 


Mr. Clemens called, attention to a 


condition referred to in these columns 
shortly before the April primary and 
declared that these conditions of ignor- 
ance and interest in fundamental prin- 
ciples of civil government and indeed 
of other live factors In life was the 
result of an "attempt to cover too 
much ground at a sacrifice of thoro 
ness." 
He urged a firm grounded 


knowledge of the more useful educa- 
tional studies and practicable arts. 


Mr. Clemens also called attention to 


the growing tendency to avoid work, 
the desire on the part of parents to 
accumulate a fortune that their chil- 
dren might not have to work as did 
their parents. This he declared was 
not the law of nature. 
He illustrated 


the force of his remarks with the ex- 
ample of the "domestic hen which 
cares for her brood twenty days after 
they are hatched and then sets them 
out to shift for themselves." 
Mr. 


Clemens then referred to his opinion 
as one apt to cause him to be looked 
upon as a pessimist. 


A Merit Baaia 


As the remedy for some of the evils 


he had pointed out Mr. Clemens said, 
"when individuals are rewarded ac- 
cording to merit, when it is possible 
for a single soul to rise to the highest 
nomt by the exercise of his own pf- 
orts, society is in a healthy state of 
enewal." and that "perpetual" renew- 
1 of society "from top to bottom" was 
he remedy. "Decay." he said, "sets 
n at the bottom and the common citi- 
ens lose their faith, their courage and 
heir ability to take advantage of cir- 
umstances, when they are filled with 
•nvy of those above them, without the 
•apacity or the desire to better their 
>wn condition " "Poverty is the nurse 


>f genius. 
It may be the seedbed of 


narchy. It depends upon the train- 
ng." 


Mr Clemens urged pride in one's 


vork 
He called attention to the law 


>f evolution as meaning decay as well 
is improvement, and urged "prepared1- 
icss " "The mass is no stronger than 
he individual, and if we prosper we 
mist insist that the individual shall be 
•oiiragcous, high minded, industrious, 
nspirod with a lofty ideal, and willing 
o devote his services to the welfare 
>f thp state when accasions demands 
t." "Then," he declared, "our citizens 
will know by heart and realize the full 
sentiment of our national hymn." "My 
Country t'is of thee."

LONDON, MAY 1C.— John McCarthy, 


a Keny county farmer with a thick 
lush biogue, upset plans piepared tor 
months in ad\ance at Beihn for Sir 
Roger Casement to lead a rebellion 
that would sweep all Ireland. 


This fact was disclosed today when 


the preliminary hearing ot Casement 
and one of his Irish soldier confedei- 
ates, Daniel Bailey was resumed in 
Bow Street Police court. It \\as Mc- 
Carthy, and not the British secret serv- 
IUP, that caused Sir Roger's capture. 


Saw Boat On Beach 


On the moining of Good Friday, Mc- 


Carthy said, he was talking along the 
Irish coast near Tralee when he notic- 
ed a small boat floating toward the 
shore 
He walked down to the beacli 


to pull it in and noticed the iresh 
footprints of three persons, in the 
sands. 


For some reasons the footprints 


aroused 
McCarthy';* suspicions 
He 


sent word to the barracks, and imme- 
diately oflicers were sent out to In.e-sti- 
gate. 


Found Casement In Fort 


Sergeant Heine of the Irish consta- 


bulary then took up the story 
He said 


police were scatteied o\er a wide area 
along the toast when news of the land- 
ing of three men was received at the 
barracks.

The vege- 
table food of the downy woodpecker 
consists of small fiuit and seeds, most- 
ly of wild species It distributes seeds 
of poison ivy, or poison oak, which Is 
about the only fault of this very uae- 
lul bird.
